On page 6 of the remarks, regarding claims 1,13, and 17, the Applicant argues neither 
Chaddha nor Fan disclose, teach, or otherwise make obvious transmitting the enhancement layer 
if there is enough bandwidth available to transmit the enhancement layer. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Fan Teaches a dynamic rate control scheduler, which comprises 
providing a minimum guaranteed rate and a share of the excess bandwidth (enhancement layer). 
The scheduler first services the minimum rate and then may or may not distribute the unused 
bandwidth (transmitting the enhancement layer if there is enough bandwidth available to transmit 
the enhancement layer responsive to determining the bandwidth associated with the transmitting 
the base layer) (See column 6, lines 60-65 to column 7, lines 1-3.) In this manner, if excess 
bandwidth is available it is made available to streams, which transmit in excess of their minimum 
rates. But, if the excess bandwidth is not available then no such distribution is made. The 
Applicant goes on to state, "that Fan may not transmit any data, much less the enhancement layer 
recited, even if there is sufficient excess bandwidth," (See page 7 of the remarks.) However, the 
functionality of Fan's dynamic rate control scheduler teaches the claimed multi-layer data 
transmission, irrespective of the throttling mechanism, since the claims do not recite any such 
claim language that would preclude this functionality. Should the Applicant wish or intend the 
claims to reflect such a notion, the claims should be amended to reflect such an intention. 
Therefore, Fan teaches transmitting the enhancement layer if there is enough bandwidth 
available to transmit the enhancement layer. 
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
